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1) ...London, I made up my mind that He would have all of William

2) ...the heavens. This same throne is still occupied by the same 
God. Centuries later these same eternal angles still declare his 
holiness and purity, in no less diminished resonance. His power 
is undiminished. His authority is undeniable. His greatness is 
unmatched. His glory is unparalleled! This revelation was given 
to Isaiah in a vision! This revelation is given to us in a volume! 
The word of God! All these glowing and magnificent 
characteristics are delivered to us in the Word of God. The same 
dramatic confrontation awaits us within each page of God's Holy 
Word! 

3) ...rebellion and blasphemous treason against God. All sin is a 
stench in God's nostril. J. C. Ryle - "The very animals whose 
smell is most offensive to us have no idea that they are 
offensive, and are not offensive to one another. And man, fallen 
man, has just no idea what a vile thing sin is in the sight of God." 


1) Are sins preventing your surrender to God, Isaiah 1:18 Come 
now, and let us reason together, saith the LORD: though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson, they shall be as wool. Ezekiel 36:25 Then will ' 
sprinkle clean water upon you, and ye shall be clean: from all 
your filthiness, and from all your idols, will I cleanse you. 
Romans 5:20 Moreover the law entered, that the offence might 
abound. But where sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound: 1 John 1:9 If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness. Would you be free from the burden of sin? 
There is power in the blood. There is power in the blood, Sin 
stains are lost in it's life giving flow. There is wonderful power in 
the blood. 


2) ...to participate in divine plans. Are you missing in because of 
sin. The lead character in one of my favorite TV shows has 
developed a hearing problem. Often times in the show that will 
muffle the voices of others around him so low that you can 
barely hear them. Every one around him can hear fine. But he 
can't. Has sin done that with you? Everyone around seems to be 
either being used of God or seeing how God could use you, but 
you're not.
